BEFORE THE BURIAL. 

THE REMAINS GUARDED BY ARMED POLICEMEN— 
THE STONE CASKET—A LONELY GRAVE-—BIO- 
GRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE EXCOMMUNICATED 
PRINTER—A PROLONGED STRUGGLE BETWEEN 
ULTRAMONTANISM AND OIVIL AUTHORITY.

Monreeat, Nov, 13.—Montreal has been for 
some time past in a state of great disquietade 
over the unsuccessful 

ATTEMPT TO BURY GUIBORD’S BONES, 

and the approaching effort, which all see will be 

made the final one on the part of L’Institut 

Canadien to carry out the decree of the Privy 

Council of Great Britain. Since the middle of 

last September, when Guibord’s remains were 

hurriediy returned to the strong vault of the 

Protestant cemetery, a guard of armed police- 

men has been stationed over the place, -as the 

French-Canadians, when triumphant at the gates 

of the Roman Catholic cemetery, loudly pro- 

claimed that in twenty-four hours after they 
would scatter the bones of the “ cursed printer ”’ 
to the four winds of heaven. However, they 
never made any direct attack upon the 
vault, contenting themselves by repeatedly 
coming up the mountain siope, between the 
hours of midnight and 3 in the morning, and 
reconnoitering in the thicket at the back of the 
vault, in order to 

DRAW OUT THE POLICE 
and test their bravery. Once they flang a few 
stones in and were fired upon ; another time they 
were heard creeping up the three avenues which 
centre at the vault’s mouth, and the guard was 
with difficulty restrained from firing upon them 
before they were hailed and warned of their 
danger in trespassing. At the back of the Mount 

Royal VUemetery lie two large villages, Cote St. 

Louis and St. Jean Baptiste, which are nearly 

altogether inhabited by French Canadian quarry- 

men, teamsters, and laborers. It was from this 
population that the September rioters nearly all 
came, and it 1s from these that trouble is again 
expected. Thirteeo of the ringleaders in the late 
riot have been arrested, but their friends con- 
sider them martyrs, and vow to have vengeance 
against their ‘‘ persecutor Doutre.” Mr. Doutre, 
counsel for the Institute who, though a French 

Canadian by birth, is married to an English 

lady, and is an Englishman in language, habits, 

and action, being unable to bury Guibord in 

September, resolved to wait sufficiently long for 

public opinion to definitely shape itself before 

again attempting the funeral. The result has 
been deplorable, for the Protestants and Cath- 
olics are now bitterly eet against each other 
solely on 

THIS BURNING QUESTION, 

and es week after week has gone by, public dis- 

cussions, violent articles in the press, Bishop 

Bourget’s pastorals, and Protestant ministers’ 

sermons, have widened instead of bridging the 

breach. The Orangemen have takenS%the matter 
up and vow that the Queen’s decree shall be eu 
ported by them physically. The Catholic Iris 
who fotm néarly a quarter of Montreal's popu- 

lation, naturally resent this championship of a 

Roman Cathbolic’s burial by altra Protestants, 

and for once—because no love is generally Jost 

between an Irishman and a Frencn Canadian 

—they side with the French Canadians and cry 

out against the contamination caused by the 

bringing of a cursed heretic’s bones into conse- 
crated ground, 
THE SARCOPHAGUS. 

The Institut Canadien held several meetings 
after the riot, and decided that even if Guibord 
had been duly buried the fanatics would have 
lost no time in digging up his remains and de- 
stroving them. So it was concluded, after a ais- 
cussion astothe best means of preventing an 
outrage on the grave (some suggesting the in- 
troduction of torpedoes into the burial lot), to 
hew out of the quarry an immense block of 
gray stupe, and inclose the coffin in this, which 
would afterward be cemented together. The 
vyery Catholic quarrymen who aided to drive 
the funeral procession away from the 
cemetery gates actually hewed out the 
rough block of stone, weighing 8 tons, the ob- 
ject for which it was wanted being kept a pro- 
found secret till the block, which was split in 
two halves, bad been deposited in a marble-yard. 
Then the secret was revealed, and the chagrin 
of the quarrymen knew no bounds. The two 
halves ace each hollowed out to the depth of 2 
feet, the cavity being the shape of the coffin; 
through the ecges of the masses are drilled 
holes, in which will be set iron rods; these will 
be riveted on either side after the coffin is in, 
and then a cement composed of water-lime and 
iron-filiogs will be poured over ail. 
cophagus is finished, and lies ready for transport. 
It is, a8 May be swpposed, an object of great 
curiosity. 

GUIBORD'S GRAVE 

is an irregularly-shaped slice of ground, at the 

back of the large cemetery, and only about 200 

vards from the boundary fence which divides the 

Catbolic and Protestant places of bunal. It has 

room for only one grave, and io thie now lies 

the remeins of Mad. Guibord, who died two 

ears ago, while yet the litigetion over her hus- 

band's rights of burial in consecrated ground 
were undecided. Madam was, of course, a good 
Catholic. A black wooden cross—cracked through 
the shaft on the day of the riot—leans over the 
muddy piece of ground, while near by stands 
few pines and spruces, fhe wind sighing through 
their lenves. Tens of thousands of people have 
visited this lonely grave, many United States 
citizens among the number. 

Joseph Guibord was a man of great strength 
of mind, and in his early days was noted for a 
pugnacious disposition, which brought him into

send for a priest. A few days before his death, 
Guibord met one of his fellow-members of the 
Institut in the mapemabecy oo bim what was the 
news about their ap to answer was 
that no news» yet arrived, but the Institut 
hoped that justice would be done them. “I 
hope #0 too,” said Guibord, ‘for I feel that I 
am going fast, and unless thie matter is settled 
before I die, there will be a row (/apage) about 
my grave. I am a poor man, and they will no 
doubt bury me along with those that have been 
banged, if they can.” ‘‘ Have no fears about 
that,” replied his fellow-member, ‘‘ your friends 
will eee that you are no worse treated than a 
rich map.” It is an interesting fact in the light 
of reeent events tbat Guibord was for many 
years on intimate terms with Bishop Bourget 
and several high ecciesiastics. Mr. Perrault 
did all the Fg for the Bishop's 
palace, and or twenty years Guibord 
personally superintended the composition and 
printing of the Bishop's pastoral letters, and 
other work belonging to the foreign missions of 
the Church. A clerical authority states that, as 
far as honesty, public and private virtue, and in- 
tegrity, in the broadest sense of the term, were 
concerned, Guibord was without reproach. 
THE LITIGATION, 

When he died his funeral procession was 
barred out of the cemetery (on the 23d of No- 
vember, 1869), whereupon his remains were re- 
moved to the Protestant cemetery vault, where 
they have remained for six years. The widow 
of ipord, backed by the Institut, took suit 
against the Seminary of St. Sulpice, which con- 
trols the burying-ground, claiming that, as 
Guibord had bought and paid for his burial-lot, 

was legally entitled to lie there- 
ion. The case was tried on its 
merits before Judge Mondelet, who decided 
in :favor of the widow and the Institut. There- 
upon the Seminary of St. Sulpice carried the 
case to the Court of Review. Here the Bench 
of three Judges decided that by the rules of the 
Church Guibord could pot be ied in conse- 
crated ground. The Institut thereupon sppealed 
to the Court of Qnueen’s Bench, which after 
long deliberation confirmed the judgment of the 
Court of Review. However the tat was not 
yet beaten. for it carried the cage to the final 
tribunal—the Privy Council of Her Majesty the 
Queen, passing round the hat, im order to raise 
the necessary funds to do so. The result of 
course, is well known ; and the British arm of 
the law has now to be invoked to give 
due effect to its decision. The costs 
in this protracted litigation already amount to 
over $20, 000, which are all saddied on the Semi- 
nary, except the Institut’s lawyers’ fees. The 
Seminary paid over $6,000 of it with very bad 
grace the other day, Mr. Doutre having threaten- 
ed aseizure on some of their property unless 
they recognized the orderof the Court very 
promptly. To-day all is 

EXCITEMENT IN TOWN ; 
no one talks of anything else but Guibord, and 
whether there will bearowor notat the ap- 
proaching burial, which I am informed comes off 
next Tuesday, the 16th. The date is kepts 
secret by Mr. Doutre, but it has leaked out 
through military men. 
BISHOP BOURGET'’S PASTORALS 

have done much to allay the feelings of Catholics 
on the subject; buat the fact that he has been 
compelled to curse the grave makes them con- 
sider the euforcement of the Queen's decree a 
most brutal outrage on themselves and religion. 
The more ignorant ones still avow their deter- 
mination to resist to the bloody end. The 
Orange Lodges will all tarn ont as private citi- 
zens, and, being well armed, will prove a very 
formidable body-guard ia themselves. The 
military authorities are agreed that i 
the mob, which will und 
lect to the number of 
6,000, is from the very first overawed, 
no disturbance need be expected, but that if 
fighting commences and the mob becomes in- 
furiated. that many will be slain, as the volun- 
teers bave strict orders to enforce the burial at 
all The authorities at Ottawa display a 
singular apathy at the present time, though if 
the attempt at burial is frustrated, the Govy- 
enor-General will have to step ia. D. D.

THE FINAL SCENE. 
PRECAUTIOARY ARRANGEMENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Monrreat, Nov. 16.—To-day the final scene 
in the most exciting contest that ever took place 
between Church and State in Canada came off 
amid great excitement, and proveda bloodless 
vietory for the Queen's autbority and the Ineti- 
tut Canadien. Complete arrangements for call- 
ing out the police and military had been effected 
last night, and when morning dawned the red- 
coats could be seen marching in great numbers 
toward their armories and drill sheds, where the 
principal store of arms was guarded all night, 
owing to the ramors of an attack, The troops 
mustered on the Champs de Mars under com- 
mand of Col. Fletcher, and set off 4 9a.m, for 
the Protestant cemetery, preceded by 100 police 
armed with breech-loaders, and headed by the 
Mayor and Judge Coursol. The police and twenty 
volunteers entered the cemetery and were 
massed round the vault. The sexton, producing 
the keys, unlocked the massiveiron doors, and, as 
they swong open. he and a man entered, fol- 
lowed by friends of the deceased. After a little 
delay 

THE COFFIN 

covtaining Guibord’s remains was produced. 
When the Superintendént of the Institut asked 
if those were the remains of the late Guibord, 
kept by him for six years, delivefed up to him 
again on the 2d of September, and returned to 
him for safe keeping on the same day, the sex- 
ton said they were the same. The Superintend- 
ent thanked Sexton for the care he had taken 
of the remains, and also the directcrate 
of the cemetary for their kindness 
in keeping them so long. Thereupon Penton 
gave the command, ‘Shoulder arms.” The po- 
lice did so, and the funeral procession started. 

Meanwhile the undertaker, Reed, of sarc opha- 
gus fame, and Boisseau, Superintendent of the 
Institut. accompanied by a couple of men, en- 
tered the cemetery from the back, and com- 
menced operations at the grave. The ground 
was found to be frozen about 6 inches down, 
while a thin layer of snow lay above. By half- 
past 9, the diggers dug about 2 feet, making an 
excavation over Madame Guibord’s coffin, which 
was reached without difficulty, and an opening 
made on each side and at the ends, in order to 
admit of a 

THICK LAYER OF PORTLAND CEMENT 

being introduced. A squad of police ten in 
number marshaled round the burial jot, form- 
ing a hollow square, from the inside of which 
all civilians, except Boisseau, Reed, and the re- 
porters, were excluded. The scene was quiet, 
only a few members of the Institut and two or 
three boys being present, beside those officially 
engaged. 

Atl0a.m. the grave was finistied and ready 
for the coffin. Before it went in, Reed laid a 
thick bed of cement on Madame Guibord’s 
coffin as 4 foundation for the coffin. The cross 
at the head of the grave, which was standing all 
right on Sunday, was this morning found lying 
in the snow, torn apart. It bears marks of the 
knives of relic hunters, and is well whittled up. 

During tie interval between the departure of 
the procession from the Protestant cemetery 
and its arrival at the Catholic cemetery gates, 
Reed was busy preparing cément to place about 
the coffin. He had brought up a cartload of 


cement and other material beside a portable | 


wooden trough, in which it was mixed. Af 11:30, 
just before the procession reached the Catholic 
cemetery gates, 

THE ONLY BEAL SENSATION OF THE DAY 
occurred, when a number of French-Cana- 
dian gamins with wild yells ran to the gates and 
closed them. However, fan as the 


gate, Chief Penton mounted on a white horse, 
the Sergeants and Detectives at the head aud 
flank of the column of police, a portion of which | 


| preceded and the balance followed the hearse. 
Not the least sign of dissent was expressed as it 
passed through. The military did not follow 
closely after the police, and were halted at. the 
Village of Cota des Neiges. A crowd began 
gathering from every direction, and ran with all 
speed ap the various avenues toward the 
grave. The pohce, when they arrived, formed 
a large square around the grave, and kept the 
eager crowd back while the coffin was brought 
out of the hearse, looking somewhat dilapidated, 
borne by four men and placed in the centre of 
the bed of cement. As this was being done, 
THE REV. CURE ROUSSELOT 

came up, and, going slongside M. Berssean, 
asked to what depth the grave was dug. Bois- 
seau replied that it had been dug 4 feet in depth 
by authority of the cemetery at the first inter- 
ment of M. Guibord. Oure Rousselot next 
asked if the body had been properly identified. 
Boisseau replied it bad, and there was no mis- 
take. 

Asthe crowd of spectators were standing 
around the grave gazing on the workmen shovel- 
ing cement mixed with scraps of tin and sheet- 
iron, a reporter asked the Rev. Cure Rousselot, 
just as he was turning away from the graveside, 
in what quality was be there. The Rev. Cure 
replied, very hotly, ‘‘ I appear here in the quali- 
ty of a civil officer,” saying, which he abruptly 
turned, and, passing through the crowd, entered 
his carriage, and departed. 

THE MOMENT THE COFFIN WAS LOWERED 


with water was commenced in the trough which 
stood alongside, and the workmen industriously 
plied their spades, shoveling in liquid cement, 
mingled with odds and ends from tin sheet and 
scraps of sheet-iron, which, when the cement 
hardens, will hold the mass firraly together.

This 
the Mayor agreed to, and the Sergeant and six 
men who guarded Guibord’s bones in the Prot- 
estant cemetery were ordered to his graveside 
his evening. 

When all was over, Chief Penton formed the 
police in two divisions, and marched off in fours. 
A crowd of about thirty degraded-looking losf- 
ersthen gathered sround the grave, and one 
of them in mockery put a dead thistie-stalk at 
the foot of it, which was snatched by a bystand- 
der, at whom he began to jeer. They attempt- 
ed nothing further for some time, and looked 
rather uncomfortable. The rain, which was then 
falling, had the effect of dampening their ardor.

Let's get out of this.” Mrs. Clark bad fortun- 
ately taken the ‘‘route” money. amounting to 
about $500, with ber, and had left beb nd} in 
one of the bureau drawers, @ roll of small bills 
amounting to $31. It was this money which 
the thieves secured. When the gang of robbers 
had left the room Mr. Clark tried to release him- 
self from the gag. After two hours struggling 
he succeeded in doing #0, and by his cries 
alarmed the other tenants residing in the house. 
He was at opce released from his bonds, and 
intelligence conveyed to the Seventh Precinct 
Station House. Capt. Mckiwaine and Detective 
Maloney at once proceeded to Mr. Clark's resi- 
dence and investigated the case. Mr. Clark fur- 
nished them with a description of Dundas, and 
yesterday afternoon Detective Maloney succeeded 
in tracking Dundas to hia residence, No. 71 Hes- 
ter street, and arresting him. On searching the 
apartments occupied by Dundas the officer dis- 
covered silver-were valued at $300, consisting of 
silver forks and spoons, which is supposed to be 
the proceeds of another burglary. Dundas was 
then taken before Mr. Clark, who fully identitied 
him as one of the robbers. The prisoner, who 
was locked up in the Madison Street Station- 
house, refused to make any statement regarding 
the matter. He bears an unenviable reputa- 
tion, and is nominally a veteriuary surgeon and 
phvsician.

PLYMOUTH SENTIMENT ON MRS. MODUL 
TON'S ACTION,

He supposed 
that Piymouth Church wouid take some action 
on her letter; bat the members attached but 
little importance to ber action. She had an on- 
portunity a few days ago when before the 
church to be heard on ail points she compl ained 
of.

Usher Cauldwell, of Plymouth Church, stated 
that be bad not participated in the meeting that 
dropped Mrs. Moulton’s pame from the rolls, and 
really knew notbing of the sentiment of the con- 
gregation. His own opinion was that the church 
would taze no action nor pay acy atéiension to 
ber demand for a Council. 

Deacon J. H. Hawkins stated that he could 
not su: mise the probable action of the church in 
the premises. ihe charch had voted very 
largely in the majority to drop her name form 
the rolls, but be had no means of knowing what 
she felt it necessary to do in view of her letter 
published yesterday. He had consulted with 
none of the members on the subject. 

Mr. Cleavelaod, of the CAristian Union, was 
foued at bis desh. He, too, was indisposed to 
indicate the probabie policy of Piymouth Church. 
He had nct taken a promivent part in the cuurch 
meetings, and, while at the prayer-meet.ng the 
other night, left early, and consequently had no 
opportunity to ascertain the views of members, 

Jacob B. Murray, the usuer of Mr. Beecher’s 
church, talked very freely on the subject. He 
believed the Church would pay no attention to 
the request of Mrs. Moulton.

PEDESTRIANISM. 
THE O'LEARY-WESTON MATCH. 


The audience at the O’Leary-Weston walks 
yesterday was rather larger than on the previous 
day, and in the eveving the large Exposition 
Building was tolerably well filied in that portion 
inside and around the tracks. There would un- 
doubtedly have been more people present bad 
not the rumer gained circulation that Weston 
had broken down and left the course for good, 
A TRIBUNE reporter sought to investigate this, 
apdin the course of his pursuit found Mr. 
Weston at the Gardner House, baving just fin- 
ished his supper. He ecorned the report, and 
declared that he was not in the least likely to 
draw off. His physical condition was good, he 
said, and he was satisfied with his own progress, 

The last note made of the matoh in these col- 
umus left both men off the track for rest Mon- 
day night. Their trainers reported that they 
slept well and naturally, aod that both were in 
excellent condition. 

WESTON WAS FIRST TO COME OUT, 
and he awoke the nodding judges and time- 
keeper by appeariug on the course at 2:27 
yesterday morning. The hour, or some- 
thing else, did pot seem to sui, 
however, and, after making a few turns, he 
again left the track at 3:14 and went off to 
breakfast. After returning from this meal he 
set stubbornly at work and never left the track 
orsiackened bis gait Fr until supper-time, 
which appeared to at 5:17. p. m. judgimg 
from the New Yorker's taste. Jbia was at the 
After remaining off the 
course two hours and five-minutes be returned, 
and in the best of spirits kept on till after mid- 
night. It was evident from Weston's demeanor 
during the evening that 
HE WAS INTENSELY PLEASED 
at something, aud bis gescures, scraps of song, 
mimicry of actors, and other recreations, were 
greatly enjoyed by the audience, and seemingly 
by the actor. In a short conversation he de- 
clared that he never felt better, and agreed with 
his trainer in propbhesying that he would be on 
the track feeling like a bird Saturday oight at 6 
o'clock. Midnight left him trudging away man- 
fully, and be then showed no signs of requiring 
rest. He gid not know, he said, when he should 
go to bed—not until he felt more tired than be 
then did anyway. 
o’LEARY 
went to rest Monday nigh: in good spirits, and 
with @ good olean lead of the New Yorker. He 
slept from 11:30 to 4 o'clock, when be came on 
again and began bis llith mile, He kept on his 
monotonous way for 50 miles, with no stop 
worthy the name of rest, avd at the 
end of thst time staid off less than 
an bour. He then resumed hia circular work 
and wound up at 10:30 p.m, baving put 80 miles 
to the good. He thea retired for the night, end 
hie trainer. reported bim in a perfectly healtby 
and natural sieep, and predicted that he would 
come out fresh this meroing. During the day 
be walked 80 miles ip bis usual five shape, and at 
no time showed any signs of exhaustion. 
HIS OWN OPINION, 
briefly expressed, was that be was just about as 
well off as when he started, and he felt every 
eoufidence in being able to endure. It has 
beea one of the curiosities of the walk 
that when Weston and O'Leary have 
been op the boa: ds together, the 
latier has almoet invariably been able to make 
his corcuits as quick!y and apparentiy with more 
ease than his oppovent, though bis track is a 
cupsiderabie fraction ljooger than the other. 
lt 1s evident that the New Yorker is making 
A WAITING RACE, 
and hopes to win, if at all, on Friday or Satur- 
day. he has thus far made no attempt to catch 
up, and dumog yesterday fell off a uttle. The 
result is therefore relegated to the question of 
whecber O'Leary can last over Friday. The only 
auswer to be made ig that he bas before done 
even better than he is called upon to do pow. 
THE SUMMARY 
of yesterday's performance is that, in the twen- 
ty-four bours, O'Leary walked 80 miles and 
Weston 78. When the day began O'Leary bada 
lead of 20 miles, and at the close be bad made ix 
22. Uptomidnight O'Leary bad made a total 
of 190 miles and Weston had marked 108.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


FIXING EAS TERN RATES. 

The General Managers of the lines to 
the East—the Central, the Michigan 
Southern, and Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Railroads 
—held a meeting at the office of the Pittsburg 
& Fort Wayne Railroad yesterday. There were 
present Mr. J. F. Joy, President of the Michigan 
Central, Mr. J. N. McCallough, General Man- 
ager of the Pevnsylvania Company, and Mr. 
Jobn Newell, General Manager of the Michigan 
Southern, and also the General Passenger and 
Freight Agenta of those lines. The subject 
under consideration was the raising of rates 
both on passengers and freight. After a long 
debate it was decided to be inadvisable to 
make the passenger rates from  Chi- 
cago to New York more than * $22, 
apd they were therefore left that 
figure. There was a change made as regards 
the amount of baggage allowed to go free with a 
passenger, and change is in favor of the 
traveling public. Heretofore but 100 pounda of 
baggage has been allowed with each passenger, 
but hereafter 150 pounds will be allowed. 

The afternoon was entirely devoted to the 
freight business. Messrs. Newell and Mo- 
Cullough were bound to have the rates raised to 
50 cents per 100 pounds on fourth class. Mr. 
Joy and most of the General Freight Agents, oo 
the contrary. were opposed to any further ad- 
Vance at the present time, arguing that the 
present rate (40 cents) was all the shippers 
could afford to pay. The shipments daring the 
last few weeks had been very light, aod if a 
further advance in rates was attempted 
they would almost entirely cease. The 
meeting lasted until late in the evenivg, but no 
result was reached. Another meeting will be 
heid this morning, and it is believed that a com- 
ae gg will be effeeted and the rates fixed at 45 
cepts, 

Another subject under diecussion was the re- 
duction of expenses on the various linea, and it 
is unders that a large number of clerks and 
other employes will be thrown oul of employ- 
ment in a few days. 

The millers of Wisconsin and Minnesota were 
to have been here yesterday to consuls with the 
managers of the pool-linés in regard to a redue- 
tion of the rates op flour, but up to lact evening 
none of them had made theirappearance, They 
bave probably come to the conclusion that they 
would accomplish nothing by coming here, and 
have, therefore, decided to wait until the roads 
of their own accord found it to their interests to 
make lower rates. 


THE GREAT WESTERN OF CANADA. 

The semi-annual report of the Great Western 
Railroad of Canada has just been published, and 
it shows that the earnings were $2,055,935, or 
$525,000 less than the corresponding period of 
1874. This decrease is attributed to the very 
low rates on through traffic, both freight and 
passenger. A similar comparison shows the 
working expenses to have been reduced $210,000, 
which was accomplished mainiy by large :educ- 
tions in the redundant staff of the various de- 
partmevis and by the exercise of great vigilance 
in the ordinary working of the train ser- 
vice. The salaries and wages were reduced 
in the aggregate about 15 per cent. The 
Directors, however, are not satisfied with 
the lowest point of working expenses thus far 
reached, and they have directed the General 
Manager to economize in the purchase afd ¢con- 
sumption of stores, eepecialiy in feel. Fug ther 
savings through the diminution of train mile- 
age are also contemplated, and arrangements 
are being made for teduting the heavy agency 
expenses in the United States. 

The main line and the rolling-stook are re- 
ported to be in an efficient condition, and steady 
progress is being made in the substitution of 
steel for irom rails when necessary. The Com- 
papy's relations with connecting American lines 
are eminentiy satisfactory, especially with the 
New York Central, the Erie, and Michigan Cen- 
tral Roads, Ibe Directors express their entire 
approval of the service of Mr. Brompton, the 
General Manager of the road, since he assumed 
ofice. 


ANOTHER POOL. 

The General Freigvt Agents of the roads lead- 
ing from Peoria East beld a meeting at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday, for the purpose 
of makiog afrangemenis for pooling their 
freight business. The follewing roads were 
represented at the meetung;: Indianapolis, 
Bioomingto~m & Western ; Toledo, Peoria & War- 
saw; Pekin, Peoria & Jacksonville ; Chicago, 
Rock Isiand & Pacific; Liinois Midland, and 
Ohio & Mississippi. Thongh the General 
Freight Agents bad their heads together for ful! 
eight bours without se;arating, still they were 
unable to agree upon a satisfactory plan, 
and the meeting therefore adjeurned to 
meet again on the second ‘tuesday in 
December. Before adjournment, however, they 
agreed to quit their suicidal policy in cutting 
the regular tariff cortinually, and hereafter ad- 
beié strictly to the rate established a few days 
ago, which is 5cents above the rate from Chi- 
cago. So mote it be. 


THE IOWA VALLEY ROAD. 

New York, Nov. 16.—At a meeting of the 
first-mortgage land-grant bondholders of the 
Des Moines (Iowa) Valley Railroad Company 
yesterday, to consider the condition of its finan- 
ces, it was resolved that the earnings of the 
road should goto placeit in good repair, and 
that instead of interest they would receive pie- 
ferred bonds until 1876, In the event of these 
coupons not being sufficient, the managers of 
the road are to be allowed to use the interest 
money of 1877 for improving the road. 


INCREASING BUSINESS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicace Tribune, 
Bioomineton, Ill., Nov. 16.—A oew time-card 
is to go into effect on the Chicago & Alton and 
the Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western Roads 
next Sunday. Two more freights are to be 
added on the latter to accommodate the largely 
increasing basiness in handling corn and stock.

NEW RAILROAD ACROSS THE ISTHMUS. 
Panama Star and Herald, Nov, 1. 

The completion of the Costa Rica Railroad at 
an early day, it would now seem, is placed be- 
yond adoubt. Minister Lara, who has been in 
Europe for some time past, has, on the part of 
the Costa Rican Government, concluded a con- 
tract for the fivishing of the work with Mr. 
Nicholas Lescaine Perdoux, one of the leading 
railroad men of France, the bases of which are 


as follows: 

Tbe road is to be builtin the style of European 
railroads, with a gradient not to exceed 2'¢ 
per cent, and with carves of a maximum radius 
of 320 feet. The stations are to be c 
after the style of those io Paris, with iron pil- 
lars aad frame work, and the roof of 
giass. That part of the road already finished is 
to be altered 60 as to conform with the specifica- 
tions of the new contract, andan iron roof 600 
fee long is to be built at Port Limon, the Atlan- 
ti. sermious Of the road. Coste Rica, on ites part, 
agrees to pay $50,000 monthly io gold, and the 
balance io bonds of four to seven years’ time, 
which is considered a most favorable arrange- 
ment for tbat Republic. Minister Lara deserves

Moody and San- 
key conducted a meeting in the Rev. Dr. Tyng’s 


| Chureh (Episcopalian) yesterday. The object 


was to impress upon Christians the impor- 
tance of inguiry meetings, and seoure a band of 
men and women who will be ready for work in 
such meetings when the revivaliste pegin their 
labors bere. Mr. Moody staid: “I want 1,000 
‘peculiar people." Three classés come to the 
meetipgs—those who criticise, those who en- 
joy them, and those who work. It 
would revolutionize the world if we could 
find 1,000 Christisn workers, entirely conse- 
to Christ.” They wanted meetings organized 
immediately for traini Christian workers, 

willing to lay aside everything else for the next 
two months, and, under their pastors, study the 
best methods of using the Bible. In the inquiry- 
meetings, one man, or woman, working earneat- 
ly for souls is worth 1,000 that do but bang 
back, or who go to the prayer-meeting to-night 
and are off to the danc® or opera to-morrow 
night. In fact, it takes about 1,000 modern 
Coristians to make one good one. They wanted 
1,000 trained workers to gird up their loins and 
go Out into this city and save men. 

The people who could not get into Dr. Tyng’s 
church made an overflowing meeting at Dr. 
Hepworth’s church. 

THIS MORNING'S SERVICES. 

Mr. Needham, the Irish Evangelist, led the 
revival meeting at the Brooklyn Tabernacie this 
morning. 

Mr. Moody made the opening prayer. 

Deacon Hawley read the requeste for prayer, 
enumerating 25 for cities, 27 for churches, 17 
for drunkards, some for Sabbath-schools, 11 for 
sick persons, and 447 others.

It is merely in- 
tended aw a film to cover the eyes of the public, 
who are watching Harms, and to make believe 
that there are other parties who think crooked 
and rotten timber and swamp-eim good enough 
for piling purposes. There is too much oneness 
of opinion upon this matter, and even Harms 
cannot at present trifle with the pubic.

EFFECT OF SPECIE-PAYMENT. 

Last week we published a letter of Mr. 
Jussu' Cox, Jr., of this city, on the question 
of resuming specie-payments. While ap- 
proving of much of the substance of the let- 
ter, we then suggested that some of the state- 
ments were untenable. As Mr. Cox but gives 
expression to views entertained by thousands 
of others who are honestly considering the 
subject, we reproduce from his letter one 
statement : 

It is, amongst other things, the prospect of a grest 
demand by the Government for gold with which to 
comply with the terms of the Resumption act, that 
keeps the gold premium double what it was two years 
ago, while paper will buy nearly twice as much of 
every other commodity as it would buy two years ago. 
To create a great demand for gold by making the pa- 
per-money redeemable in gold, will cause gold to rise 
in value and prices of every other commodity to fall, 
not 15, but 60 per cent, and bring ruin upon every one 
who owes money, however small the amount. To per- 
sist in enforcing the Resumption act now in force will 
bring certain ruin. 

The trouble with us is that the demand for 
gold in the United States is comparatively 
so small that the supply is equally limited. 
Every dollar in gold we receive in excess of 
the small demand is shipped to other places 
where it is wanted more than here. Practi- 
cally, we have no use for gold in this country 
but to pay our foreign balances. We buy 
merchandise, and we owe debts in Europe ; 
we export a certain amount of domestic pro- 
ductions; the difference between the value of 
these exports, and the value of our imports, 
and the amount of our interest payments, 
and the amount drawn by Americans 
in Europe, must be paid for in gold. 
That is practically the only use we 
have for gold in this country, under 
the system of irredeemable paper. It is, 
nevertheless, true that this demand for gold, 
limited as it is, determines the value of the 
paper forthe time. The value of the green- 
backs is ascertained exactly when the holder 
wishes to obtain gold forthem. The value 
of all our exports is ascertained by the 
amount of gold which can be obtained for 
them; the value of the imports is ascer- 
tained by the amount of gold we have to pay 
forthem. Itis not true that it is the pros 
pect of a great demand for gold four years 
hence with which to resume specie-pay- 
ments that keeps greenbacks of a less value 
in gold than in 1873; and if the prices of 
commodities in paper are less than they were 
two years ago, they are also proportionately 
less in gold. Whatever is produced in surplus 
in the United States has its price fixed by the 
price obtainable in gold therefor in foreign 
countries. The price of wheat in the United 
States is determined by the price obtainable 
for the surplus in gold in England. The 
same rule applies to all our agricultural 
products ‘of which we export the surplus. 
The prices of all our manufactured articles 
are fixed and determined by the prices in 
gold at which similar articles may be im- 
ported and sold for in this country. All 
other commodities have their prices fixed by 
the general average of the importable and 
exportable articles. Stone and ice will ordi- 
narily continue their relative values withiron, 
sugar, tin, machinery, etc. The real value 
of everything, after all, is the gold value 


value of all things continues to be measured 
in gold. 

Prices, then, in the United States are 
not only influenced but determined by 
the world’s prices. If paper-money 
were wholly abolished, prices could 
not fall, so long as we are able to buy as 
we do now, what we need at foreign prices, 
and sell our surplus abroad, as we do now, at 
foreign prices. The abolition of paper- 
money in this country cannot affect prices in 
foreign countries. So long as we can sell our 
products abroad, as we do now, domestic 
prices will not fall below what we can get 
elsewhere ; and domestic prices cannot fall be- 
low the lowest price at which we can import the 
same articles from elsewhere. There might, 
and probably would & temporary strin- 
gency in loanable t, the demand be- 
ceive all the to make all the ex.

AN EXTEACRDINARY SILENCE. 

What ails the St. Louis papers? For weeks 
past the Government has been investigating 
and prosecuting frauds in the revenue in that 
city. A very generous proportion of the 
population of that city has been indicted, 
and a large number more are under surveil- 
lance for ** ways that are dark and tricks that 
are vain” in dealing with “‘ crooked whisky.” 
Some prominent people have already gone to 
the Penitentiary, and others must shortly 
follow. The courts are running night and 
day to accommodate the Government. No 
man trusts his neighbor any longer. No one 
knows where the bolt will next fall. Every 
whisky-shop is agitated. Every distillery 
trembles. Lawyers, editors, merchants, 
Government officials, private and public 
people of all sorts, kinds, and colors, even 
dead men, have been scooped into the net, 
and the work is still going on. Every news- 
paper in the country outside of St. Louis 
is filled with the details of the regnant sen- 
sation of the day. State Governments and 
the National Administration itself stand by in 
mute surprise, wondering what will come 
next. And yet the newspapers of St. Louis 
do not seem to be aware that anything is 
going on in that cjty beyond the daily inspec- 
tion of the Big Fifteen-Million-Dollar Bridge 
and the daily grists of the Police Court. 
Search their columns through and you find 
no mention of crooked whisky, of arrests, 
investigations, indictments, prosecutions, and 
penalties ; no obituary notices of those who 
have been caught in the vise ; no lamentations 
for those who-vare evidently. doomed; no 
sorrow over the misdeeds of the past ; no bright 
hopes for the future; not even an allusion 
to the matchless oratory of the much- 
mulcted Joyoz.

The eagerness with which the Aldermen 
conspired to continue themselves in an office 
to which no pay is attached beyond the term 
for which they were elected has not escaped 
all penalty.

THE COURT-HOUSE BUILDING. 
The simultaneous action of the County 


—_——— 


} Board and the Common Council last Monday 


on the Court-House building shows that pub- 
lic opinion has not yet lost ail its force. The 
conviction evidently beamed upon the Com- 
missioners and Aldermen that the people of 
Chicago would not tolerate a plain violation 
of the contract between the city and county, 
and have two distinct buildings erected on the 
Court-House Square without any harmony in 
design. Perhaps it was the movement of 
citizens to bring the matter into the courts, 
and to enjoin the prosecution of the work 
until a uniform style shall be agreed 
upon, which brought the two bodies 
to their senses, At all events, the 
Common Council instructed the -Mayor, 
Board of Public Works, and the Building 
Committee, to consult with the Commission- 
ers as to an agreement of plan ; and a resolu- 
tion was introduced into the County Board 
authorizing the Joint Committee of Commis- 
sioners and Aldermen to confer with the city 
authorities to agree upon a plan whereby the 
county shall construct the entire building, 
and rent one-half to the city at 7 per cent per 
annum on the cost of the one-half which they 
shall occupy. ‘Though this resolution was 
laid over for one week, there isa hope that 
it may be adopted. 

It is to the advantage of the city, and, 
therefore, also to all who pay seven-eighths 
of the cost of the entire structure, that the 
entire building shall be paid for out of the 
county fands. The city has no authority to 
borrow more money. If it goes on with its 
share of the work, it will have to pay for it 
out of taxes levied upon the property-owners. 
Such a course necessitates one of two things, 
—either that the city’s part of the work 
shall be done very slowly, or that the tax- 
payers be oppressed beyond their re- 
sources in order to meet this ex- 
traordinary expenditure over and above 
the payment of the regular and enormous 
expenses of the City Government. The 
county, on the other hand, has the authority 
to borrow all the money necessary to the con- 
straction of the entire building; and, in rent- 
ing one-half of the building to the city at 7 
per cent on the cost of the construction, the 
city pays the interest on half the money bor- 
rowed, and may at some future time pur- 
chase its half of the building at its actual cost 
if it shall prove to be mutually desirable. The 
advantage of such an arrangement is perfect- 
ly apparent when it is remembered that both 
County and Oity Governments represent 
really the same tax-payers, The city tax- 
payers pay for all .the construction of the 
city’s half, and four-fifths of the cost of the 
county’s half, thus making nine-tenths of the 
whole. 

While this arrangement will be the proper 
one to make, if the Aldermen and Commis- 
sioners are intelligent and honest enough to 
récognize it, any failure to agree upon it will 
not excuse a continuation of the work on the 
present basis of a house divided against it- 
self. This will be an outrage that the peo- 
ple of Chicago will not endure. If the Com- 
missioners and Aldermen do not quickly agree 
upon some common design for the building 
in accordance with the contract long since 
made between the city and county, the Citi- 
zens’ Association must step in and demand a 
judicial enforcement of that contract, and a 
suspension of ‘the work until a commén: plan 
shall be agreed upon. We hope that the 
Aldermen and Commissioners will have 
sufficient respect for public opinion and the 
public interest to come to such an agreement 
without being forced to it by the courts. 


THE 8ST. LOUIS WHISKY RING. 

The opening speech of Assistant District- 
Attorney Pzpprick in the McDownatp case 
gives the best outline that has yet been pre- 
sented of the operations of the Whisky Ring, 
so far as the implication of Government 
officials is concerned, and shows how bold 
and reckless all parties had become. In 
tracing the various checks imposed by law, it 
was shown pretty certainly that the frauds 
could not have been committed without the 
co-operation of the higher as well as the sub- 
ordinate officials: It seems that the forma- 
tion of the general Ring and the scheme of 
systematic plunder were begun in 1871, when 
McDowartp was Supervisor of Internal Rev- 
enne and the recently-convicted Joyvoz 
Special Agent in the same _ service, 
The two men were most intimate in 
their public and private relations. They 
imported a man named Mzerve from 
Cincinnati to act as go-between. His duty 
was to collect the corruption fund from the 
distillers and rectifiers and distribute it 
among the officials. The fand for a time was 
collected and divided under the thin disguise 
of a campaign fund. 

It seems that the distillers came into this 
Ring one by one, until at last many were com- 
pelled to choose between becoming members 
of it, and dividing with the officials, or retir- 
ing from business. They could not continue 
to manufacture and pay the tax on whisky 
when others were selling even below the tax 
without counting anything for the cost of 
the material and manufacturing. This or- 
ganization of the Ring lasted up to 1874, 
when Muaacurre was appointed Collector. 
Muorve then went away, supposing that 
the Ring jod been broken, but it 
was soon revived, and a man named 
Frrznox took Mzoxvnr’s place. The practice 
was for Mzonve to divide the money received 
from the distillers into five parts which be 
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and McDonaLp made.a tour of the warehouse 
in order to ascertain what they might expect, 
and the formerasked “ which was the straight 
and which the grape-vine,”—the latter being 
the ‘“‘crooked” whisky which was put out 
without payment of the tax. 

It can scarcely be doubted that so plain a 
statement of the case has been made up on 
actual evidence. This view of the matter is 
further confirmed by Joyce's demand for 
sentence on the Jefferson City trial, and‘ by 
the pleadings of guilty entered by many of 
the St. Louis Ring. If McDonaup be con- 
victed, the whole history of the Ring will un- 
doubtedly come to light, and no bene ficiary 
of the corruption can reasonably hope to 
escape. 


THE WIFE OF TWO HUSBANDS. 

The Empress Evoxnre, the match-maker 
of two hemispheres, persuaded Coantess Va1- 
ENTINE Dre Curmay, beautiful, good, and rich, 
to marry the Prince pz Braurrremont, hand- 
some, bad, and poor. The only points on 
which the two agreed were good looks and 
youth. These proved insuflicient to keep 
them together. The Prince went on the 
Mexican expedition ; the Princess stayed at 
home, led a spotless life, and wrote him long 
letters which he did not take the trouble to 
answer. When he returned, she went to 
Brest to meet him. But he had already 
started for Paris. She pursued him there 
only to find that he had left for his chateau. 
He wrote thence his first letter to her, after 
an absence of two years. It was composed 
of these touching words: 

Madame: What have you done with my shirts? I 
don't find them in the armotre, 

When the two finally met in Paris, it was 
only to separate. The Prince began a scan- 
dalous life. The Princess sued for a separa- 
tion. It took her seven years to gain it. The 
French law does not recognize divorce, so 
that neither party could legally marry again, 
even after the separation de corps had been 
decreed. But meanwhile the Princess had 
fallen in love with Prince Gzorez Brszsoo, of 
Moldavia-Waliachia, and was bound to marry 
him. Having the will, she found the way. 
A very devious way it was. She moved to 
Dresden and had herself naturalized as a 
Saxon. Then she got aff absolute divorce 
from a Dresden court. There was now no 
obstacle to her civil marriage, outside 
of France. But a religious difficulty 
remained. The Catholic Oburch repudi- 
ates divorce. The Pope would not 
sanction a remarriage. The Princess pz 
Bravurrremont received the news calmly, 
abjured Romanism forthwith, and became a 
member of the Greek Church. The Greek 
priest at Dresden, a native Russian, baptized 
her and said he would perform the marriage 
service for her, provided the Emperor of the 
Russias would give his consent. That poteri- 
tate had the case laid before him and made 
no objection. Everything was legal, as far 
as Russian laws and Greek Catholic rules 
were concerned. The religious marriage was 
promptly performed in Dresden, and the 
civil marriage followed it at the Wallachian 
Legation in Paris. The Russian Minister at- 
tended the ceremony and signed the con- 
tract. And yet the Princess Brezsoo is still 
the Princess Bxavrrremonr® in France. 
French law and Catholic law give her one 
husband; the Greek Church and the rest of 
Europe give her another. She is the wife of 
two men. 

Her position in France is unique. She is 
liable to prosecution for bigamy, and can be, 
it is said, extradited from any other civilized 
country to which she may flee. Her first 
husband can take possession of their two chil- 
dren, even if the latter should wish to remain 
with their mother. If she has any chil- 
dren by her second husband, they will be 
egally known by the name of pz Bzaurrne- 
mont, not Bresco. [If the courts should 
grant them the latter name, it would make 
them illegitimate and incapable of inheriting 
any part of their mother’s immense fortune. 
Finally, if Madame B.-B. should ever decide to 
go back to the first B., the second would be 
helpless. So this wife has the choice, in 
France, of her two husbands. Possible poly- 
andry is introduced upon the soil of Europe. 

THE WARD WILL CASE. 

Eszrn B. Warp, when 12 years old, was a 
cabin-boy on a lake schooner; at 23, he was 
a Captain; at 38, a citizen of Detroit, with a 
fortune of $250,000 ; at 63, an apoplectic cap- 
italist with liabilities of $1,000,000 and re- 
sources Of $5,000,000. About 11 o'clock on 
the morning of Jan. 2, 1875, he fell dead in 
the streets of Detroit. The news was carried 
home before the body was. Two of the dead 
man’s sons jumped into a wagon and drove 
down town. Another wagon passed them on 
the way. It held the corpse of their father. 
They did not stop, but drove straight toa 
lawyer's office. These two were the sons of 
Capt. Warp’s first wife. He had by her five 
children, including two imbecilgs, before 
1869. In that year, he compelled her to sue 
for adivorce. Two months after it waagrant- 
ed, he married another woman. The pres- 
ent Mrs. Warp has two children, a boy 
and girl. When the will was opened, it was 
found that the bulk of the property was left 
to her and her children; about $100,000 was 
set apart for legacies; and the remainder was 
vested in trustees for the benefit of the older 
children. The conditions attached to the 
trust gave the holders an almost unlimited 
power to beggar the heirs. They were 
never to pay them more than $200a month 
apiece, except in case of sickness, and might 
give them as much less as they chose. This, 
the most stringent of the provisions, was 
added in a second codicil, dated March 18, 
1874, Miron D, and Omantzs Waxp, the 
oldest sane sons of the Captain, decided to 
contest the will, Mrs. Warp offered to pay 
them $200,000 and compromise the matter 
but this was declined. 

The cake opened Sept. 21, 1875. After the 
failure of an attempt to quash the will on 
technical grounds, the contest was narrowed 
down to the question of insanity or undue in-

C. J. was a great favorite with the. capitalist. 


He instructed him in various business matters, 


and said unkind things about a certain Michi- 
gan statesman who was then running for re- 
election to the Senate, and who was opposed 
by Mr. Warp. The successful speculator 
asked ‘‘Cabbage Joux” about railroads, 
about mining on Lake Supecior, about glass- 
making in Missouri, about all manner of 
enterprises. The spirit of the noted India» 
‘Rep Jacket,” who materializes in the shape 
of a red-faced merchant of Detroit, notified 
Capt. Warp of his impending death, and the 
latter afterwards said that the Indian had 
told him to “ keep his blankets gathered up, 
for they would cal! him before the flowers 
bloomed again.” Most of the spiritual guides 
were consulted about the half-dozen different 
wills which were drawn up by Mr. Warp. 
While he seems to have taken or rejected the 
business udvice of his goblins according to 
his own previous views of the matter, he fol- 
lowed ghostly counsel quite implicitly in the 
matter of his wills. 

The trial, which lasted near!y fifty days, 
was fruitless. Ninety-two witnesses swore 
to various pros and cons. Nine lawyers 
earned big fees by examining and cross-ex- 
amining the witnesses, by trying to bully 
each other, and by roaring sonorous sound at 
the jury. The latter retired Nov. 10. After 
fifty-four hours of disagreement, it was dis- 
charged. Eight jurors wished to break the 
will, and all of them agreed that the codicil 
ought not to stand. The case isto come up 
again next January, unless it be settled by 
agreement before then.

The annual report of the Fire Marshal, 
made at the last meeting of the Common 
Council, 1s a very encouraging one, and shows 
that the Fire Department has profited by the 
experiences of the great fires of 1871 and of 
1874, During the year there have been no 
less than 142 fire alarms, and yet the loss by 
fire has been only $49,058, or an average loss 
at each fire of about $345 in the case of 
property involving $1,004,335. This shows 
that the firemen have been on the alert and 
have worked with skill and intelligence, and 
it also reflects great credit upon the executive 
ability of Fire-Marshal Bryyrr. There is 
one feature of the report which deserves im- 
mediate attention, and that is his recommend- 
ation that telegraph wires, north of Van 
Buren street, shall be*run underground, 
because they obstruct the streets and 
because he may at any time be obliged to cut 
down the poles in order to raise ladders to 
the upper stories of business blocks. These 
poles are the most numerous and lofty in the 
most crowded thoroughfares, where, in case 
of fire, the emergency contemplated by Mar- 
shal Benner would be sure to exist. If there 
be any practical reason why they cannot be 
laid underground, they might at least be run 
in more isolated streets, where they would 
not be so much of a nuisance and obstruc- 
tion as they are now. This, however, is but 
an incident of the report. The whole docu- 
ment we would refer to the earnest attention 
of the New York World as a sample of the 
manner in which Chicago has heen protect- 
ing herself against fire, and in confirmation 
of our previous assertion that Ohicago is bet- 
ter protected even than New York City. 


The Common Council, at its last meeting, 
concurred in a resolution calling upon the 
Mayor to make an immediate demand upon 
the Hon. Epwm D. Morean, Chairman of 
the New York Committee, for the funds con- 
tributed by French artists at the time of the 
great fire, “‘to be used for the purpose for 
which it was originally intended.” As the 
purpose for which the fund was originally 
intended does not now and has not for a 
long time existed, the resolution appears 
gratuitous, to say the least, and suggests 
several questions. Suppose that Mr. Mor- 
aan declines to deliver up the money, as he 
most undoubtedly will, in the language of 
Mr. Twezp, what is the Council gomg to do 
about it? If the money is delivered, who is 
tg receive it? To whose benefit is it to 
be applied ? This money was set apart for 
the benefit of sufferers by the fire. Who are 
they ? Where are they? The money has 
been held for nearly four yéars because they 
have not been found. Has the Council sud- 
denly found them? And lastly, what has the 
Council to do with it anyway? The purpose 
for which the fund was intended no longer 
existing, and it being impossible to obta'n 
any new instructions from the donors as to 
its disposition, some of them being dead and 
many others scattered far and near, the fund 
should long ago have been returned to France 
for the relief of sufferers in that country. 
Even if it should be sent here, what guarantee 
can the Couneil give that it will ever be ex- 


pended for public charity ?

Sr. Loui, Mo., Nov. 16.—The trial of ex- 
Supervisor McDonald is exciting more attention 
than any event which has occurred since the in- 
auguration of the whisky war. Long before 
the assembling of Court the United States Court- 
room was crowded with spectators eager to hear 
the startling revelations which had been prom- 
ised on yesterday. After some preliminary mo- 
tions had been disposed of, Judge Treat ordered 
that McDonald's case go on. Macklot Thomp- 
son, the distiller, was first put upon the stand, 
and be began to testify, but, the Government 
attorney finding that they were not yet ready 
for him, he was withdrawn for the time 
being.

THE VISTILLERS’ EVIDENCE. 
THOMPSON AND BEVIS CONFIRM MEGRUE’S TESTI- 
MONY.

DEPLORABLE ACCIDENT AT BUFFALO.

It is not often that we have been called upon 
to record an accident of such distressing charac- 
ter as that which occurred in tne city this morn- 
ing, resulking in the death of a welBknown and 
highly respected young lady. The name of the 
lady wae Mizs Isabella P. Keone, daughter of G. 
B. Keene, who resided with her mother and sis- 
ters, at No. 339 Niagara street, corner of Vir- 
ginia street. About 10 o'clock this morning, 
Miss Keene, having previously been engaged in 
the kitchen, had occasion to go to the barn in 
rear of the house for some purpose, and 
there, it is believed, she saw a rat. Tne deceased 
had for years been in the habit of shooting rats 
with pistol, and the fact that she had killed 
so many of the creatures in this manner was 
a matter of pride with her. Hence there is 
every reason for believing that her death was 
due to an attempt to kill arat. A few minutes 
after Miss Keene had left the kitchen, the mem- 
bers of the family heard the report of a pistol in 
the barn. Being naturally surprised, they bur- 
ried to the place, only to make the terrible dis- 
covery that isabella was lying upon the floor of 
the barn, with the blood flowing from a wound 
in the bead where a ball bad entered. The 
wound was on the right side of the head, midway 
between the top of the ear and the eye, and the 
bullet undoubtediy penetrated the brain. She 
wag carried into the house, and Dr. Ring, who 
lives near by, was summoned, But the case was 
beyond the reach of medical skill, and the un- 
fortunate lady died in about an hour afterwards, 
not having exhibited a sign of consciousness in 
the meaotime. The most probable theory 
is that the deceased fired at a rat which 
she saw in a trough containing oats, and 
that the bail, striking the brick wail, rebounded 
with sufficient force to penetrate the skull. This 
is rendered more probable from the fact that the 
wound is very much iarger than would be made 
by a ball from the pisto! used, unless it had been 
flattened. Also, had she falien and the pistol 
been thus accidentally discharged, it would bave 
been near enough for the face and hair to have 
been singed with powder. But an examunation 
showed that there was not 4 = of powder 
about the futal orifice. She is to have been

WYOMING. 


Annual Message of -Gov. Thayer—Fi- 
mancial Statement—the Mining in- 
terests—Hlorrible Siaughter of Elk— 
Live-Steock Shipments —The Giack 
Elills and the indians. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
Cuzrenng, Wyoming, Noy. 16.—The message 
of Gov. Thayer of Wyoming, tranemi ted to the 

Territorial Legislature a few days since, dis- 

closes a remarkably healthy state of the finances 

of the Territory. The total receipts for two 
years past were $535,485, the expenditures 
but $30,805, nd the balance im the 

Treasury is $8,776. There is no Terri- 

torial debt, apd the whole assessment is 

but 8 mills on the dollar, and yet the Governor 
calls the atteation of the Legislature to their 

“duty to reduce taxation.” Reduction of tLe 

fees of county o/ficia!s. restriction of the pow- 

ers of the iocal authorities to impose taxes, and 
legisiation to reduce the expenses of city gov- 
ernments, are also recommended. The Gov- 
ernor deals with the question of immigration 
with praiseworthy frankness, aod states that, 
in the present state of agriculture in 
the Territory, aod the uncertain 
demand for labor, it is question- 
able whether it is just to attempt to simulate, 
through immigration agents, the immigration of 
poor people who setk the benefit of the Home- 
stead laws, and he therefore recommends the re- 

peal of the act establishing a Bureau of Immi- 

gration. In view of the magnitude of the min- 

ing interest, he urges the establishment of a 

Territorial assay office of such character that 

ite stamp shall command public confidence. -It 

is noteworthy that even in this remote, sparse- 
settled Territory the wanton destruction of 
gare is recognized as an evil requirive legisla- 
tive check. he Governor calls atteateon to the 
fact that, within s.x months past, along the line 
of the Pacific Railroad, not less than 3,000 elk 
have been slaughtered for the bides simply, the 
flesh being throwa away, and recommends the 
enactment of laws imposing severe penalties 
for such wholesale extermination of 
game. A . considerable ortion of the 
message is devoted to the consideration 
of measures necessary to prevent cattle-stealing, 
which the Governor says *‘is carried on s0 gen- 
eraily.” An exhibit accompanying the message 
shows that, from atotal shipmeat in 1574 of 
567 car-loads of cattle, the busicess bas in- 
creased 60 that in the ten months of the pres- 
ent year the shipmevts have reached 915 car- 
loads, being 29,640 head. The shipments of 
wool bave increased in greaterratio. For the 
year 1874, they amounted to 105,353 pounds, 
while forthe first ten months of the present 
year they were 201,222 pounds. The message 
ints outthe advantages to cattle und sheep 
broadere offered by the vast ranges of the Ter- 
ritory, but the Governor ‘has the candor to ad- 
mit that whac is wanted is not immigration, but 
cattle to stock the ranges, and that the immi- 
gration that is wanted is that which comes with 
capital. Gov. Thayér takes no stock in the sen- 
timental grievances of the Indians, and in his 
message says that, while the Government 
nas compelled settlers and miners to keep off 
the reservation north of the North Platte, the 
savages, according to his statement, have al- 
most constantiy been engaged in predatory raids 
upon the settlements, sealie stock and killing 
settlers, since July, 1868, po less than seventy- 
three whites haying been murdered, and over 
$600,000 worth of stock stoleoa, while the only 
Indiags killed by the whites were four horse- 
thieves shot while fleding from the Sneriff. With 
reference to the attempt to exclude miners from 
the Black Hills region, the Governor says that 
mining parties will next spring set out for that 
region in large numbers; that “to stop them 
will be an unpleasant task,” and “to force back 
those already there wil! impose upon the army 4 
most difficult, disagreeable, and ‘unpleasant 
duty.” He claims that thé Indian violations of 
tlie treaty have absolved the Goveroment from 
ali obligation to enforce it; that the Black Hills 
country is of no use to them: and remonstrates 
acainst the policy which excludes the miners, 
He covcludes this branch of the subject bv an 
earnest remonstrance against the present policy 
of supporting the Indians in idleness, and urges 
that the tribes on the reservations be required to 
disband, be taught to labor, and tben left to take 
care of themselves, and recommends that the 

Territorial Legislature send a memorial to Con- 

gress asking that euch action be taken.

THE CAMILLA URSO CONCERT. 

The concert in the Lakeside Course of enter- 
tainments given last evening at Farwell Hall by 
Mme. Camilla Urso and her troupe of vocalists 
was attended by a very large audience, every 
seat in the hall being filled.

Urso has gathered about herself a very 
pleasant little company of singers, with well- 
trained voices, it passed off very char mingly. 
We have s0 many times in yearsthat have gone 
written of Camilia Urso that it is almost super- 
flaous to make more than the record that she 
has onee more appeared upon otrr concert stage. 
She played two new numbers, a delightful 
Polonaise b ho me and Ervet’s brilliant 
“ Papageno 0," which is full of sugges- 
tions of Mozart's eccentric bird-catcher. he 
had her customary encores, two of them after 
the Ervst Rondo, fur one of which she 
gave the “Last Rose of Summer” with 
the utmost delicacy and tenderness. In the 
pianissimo, of course the inevitable man with the 
cough was present and exploded, while every 
one else was breathiess, justas in the eld Opera- 
House, ip the good oid times before the P che the 
man with the sueeze was present when this same 
artist was playing the same melody. There is 
little differenée between Camilla Urso now and 
then. She wears the same imperturbable face, 
wields the same graceful bow, and plavs witb ail 
her old grace, beautv, and delicacy of 
tone, as well as obrilliancy of technique. 
Of the vocalists, Mre. Oliver, the #o- 

rano, is the “bright particular star.” Miss 
Poole, the alto, has a voice of more than the av- 
ot power and richness, but lacks fire and 
enthusiasm. The tenor, Mr. Bartlett, bas a 
light, sweet, and well-trained voice, and the 
basso, Mr. Gottschalk, or rather baritone, fills 
in well in the quartette.. Mrs. Oliver is one of 
the most ebarming sopranos that has visited us 
for a long time. We are vouchsafed so few un- 
worn voices in the traveling talent that it is pos- 
itively refreshing to listen to a pure, fresh, 
bright voice like hers, so well schooled, 
and so powerful and  flexible—pow- 
erful by its very purity. Her solo 
number was a canzonetta from Signor Gomez's 
new opera, *‘ Salvator Rosa,” which was brought 
out not long since in Europe. The eavzonetta is 
a brilliant trifle, and it was brilliantly given, 
For the encore, Mrs. Oliver sang *“‘ Robin Adair” 
very sweetly. The pianist, Mr. Sauret. plays a 
very neat accompaniment, and helps to fill out 
the programme with solo numbers wiich might 
better be occupied with vocd?. As a whole. the 
concert waé « very pleasing one, and aliarly 
so in introducing an artiste who is an old favorite, 
andavew one, who made herself a favorite 
without any cffort.
